Claims 1-24 are pending as originally filed 



Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 1/7/05 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. The foreign language references have been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. Those 
references and references to US patent applications were crossed out from the IDS. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 
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Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-9, and 14-24 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6 of U.S. Patent No. 
7,018,533. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the claims of the application recite the same subject 
mater claimed in the instant claims. 

Claims 1-9 and 14-24 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 and 19-23 
of copending Application No. 10/572,893. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the subject matter 
claimed in both applications is the same. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
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granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-4. 7-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sunaoka et al (US 5.209.852). 

Sunaoka teaches a process of treating wastewater containing solids using a 
hollow fiber membrane system (figures and abstract) and cleaning the system as 
claimed. Cleaning steps comprises suspending filtration, dislodging contaminants using 
air bubble scrub (abstract), backwashing (column 1 lines 45-50: flowing water during or 
after scrub is known in the art; column 10 lines 58-64: using gas), and quick draining of 
the tank by gravity or using compressed air (column 8 line 63 - column 9 line 6). 
Draining speed can be optimized as seen in column 10 lines 28-35. Air is introduced 
through a side for scrubbing (see figure 2: air nozzle 15B). The sweep is in different 
directions - air sweep by scrubbing air from bottom to top; sweep by draining water 
from top to bottom. The reference teaches that compressed gas can be introduced 
through any of the nozzles in the figure 2 (column 8 line 63 - column 9 line 6) for 
draining the tank. The gas containing region in a 'further vessel' (as in claim 1 1) would 
be implied or inherent in Sunaoka because compressed air is delivered form a 
compressor/air tank, which are vessels. "[I]n considering the disclosure of a reference, 
it is proper to take into account not only specific teachings of the reference but also the 
inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably be expected to draw 
therefrom." In re Preda, 401 F.2d 825, 826, 159 USPQ 342, 344 (CCPA 1968); In re 
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Lamberti, 545 F.2d 747, 750, 192 USPQ 278, 280 (CCPA 1976). The express, implicit, 
and inherent disclosures of a prior art reference may be relied upon in the rejection of 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103. "The inherent teaching of a prior art reference, a 
question of fact, arises both in the context of anticipation and obviousness." In re 
Napier, 55 F.3d 610, 613, 34 USPQ2d 1782, 1784 (Fed. Cir. 1995) (affirmed a 35 
U.S.C. 103 rejection based in part on inherent disclosure in one of the references). See 
also In re Grasselli, 713 F.2d 731, 739, 218 USPQ 769, 775 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 

2. Claims 1-7.9 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a/e) as being anticipated 
by WO 01/36075 A1. 

WO teaches a process of treating wastewater and membrane cleaning with a 
hollow fiber membrane system submerged in a tank (figures, abstract), the process 
comprising stopping filtration, scrubbing the membrane with a gas, back-washing and 
fast -flushing the membrane to remove the debris from the membrane surface as 
claimed. See page 2 line 30 - page 3 line 5, page 4 line 1-3, page 5 line 25 - page 8 
line 10. The sweep or flush speed is optimizable with velocity 0.5 to 2 times the normal 
flow velocity for the liquid and gas sweep velocity is in the range claimed (page 7 lines 
18-28). Sweep is provided by pumping. Lateral openings - see figure 2. Air sweep is 
laterally to the membrane. 



3. Claims 1-4. 9 - 12. 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated bv Beck, et al (US 6.159.373). 
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Beck teaches the process of filtering and cleaning a hollow fiber membrane 
submerged in water. The process comprises stopping filtration, pressurizing the lumen 
of the hollow fibers with a gas (which is a region in the feed vessel) after closing the 
outlet valve, and then opening the outlet valve to decompress the gas, which expands 
to back-flush the membrane and sweep the outer surface of the membrane as claimed.. 
See column 1 line 35 - column 2 line 67, column 5 lines 45). Additional vessel of 
compressed gas is taught in lines 35-40, column 5, to prolong the compressed gas flow 
through the lumen of the fibers. Liquid back flush is taught in lines 13-20: permeate in 
the lumen is back drained by gas in the lumen.
